DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-8, drawn to a system configured for minimizing electromagnetic 
radiation in an optical transceiver, classified in class 385, subclass 92. 

II. Claims 9-23, drawn to a coupling member for shielding electromagnetic 
radiation in a high-speed optical transceiver, classified in class 350, 
subclass 350. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following 
reasons: (1) Both the inventions have a separate status in the art because of 
their recognized divergent patentable issues, which is reflected in different 
classification, (2) Both the inventions are independent of each other, many 
electrical systems require electromagnetic shielding; however, the high speed 
optical transceiver can also operate without shielding. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following 
reasons: 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons 
given above and have acquired a separate status in the art because of their 
recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper.
